Dr, Bland believed the premier's | 
motives were sincere pene 3 he was 
not so sure of all his counsellors. 

Badly Introduced + 

Conscription had been announced 
in a singularly unfortunate way, he 
said, There should have been some} 
previous education and also a general 
effort for aslast voluntary enlistment. | 
There should also have been @ strong | 
effort for union of both parties. The 
government thought conscription 
would aid it, but when it found out 
that it might not, help very much it 
held out the olive branch to the op-| 
position leader and overtures were) 
made, 

Dr, Bland deplored that Sir Wilfrid 
did not accept the offer and co-oper- 
ate. Such an action, he said, would | 
heve raised him to an even higher 
position than he occupies in the minds 
of the people of Canada. 

Liberal Convention 

The speaker next dealt with the) 
Tiiberal convention at Winnipeg. He} 
dgscribed the program of social re- 
forms adopted as a magnificent one, | 
but said the convention failed in that | 
it did not come out heart and soul 
for a national government.

AN ANTI-RAILROAD 
BILL, OF LONG AGO 

Legislation for the control of rail- 
roads is nothing new, although five 
or ten years ago a legislator who 
would propose such a measure. was 
regarded as a brave, progressive per- 
son indeed.

The census of 1916 for the prai- | 


rie provinees, just published, gives 
a great deal of interesting infor- 
mation. Whether or not it is ae- 
curate is another matter. The 1916 
population of Alberta is placed at 
496,000, against 374,000 shown by 
the census of 1911. These figures 
indicate an inerease of population 
to the number of 122,000 in five 
\ ears, 
immigration was brisk in 1911 and 
1912. there was little, if any, in- 
crease of population in 1913. 
1914, 1915 and 1916 there was a 
tendeney to decrease rather than 
increase. Only during 1917 has 
there been any noticeable immi 
gration movement, chiefly to 
Peace River. It will strike ‘most 
people who are acquainted with 
the conditions either that the fig 
urés of 1911 are under the mark 
or those of 1916 are larger than 
the facts warrant. However, whe- 
ther accurate or not, they are the 
best available, and all calculations 
for the future will have to be based 
on them. 

The 1916 population of Mani- 
tuba is placed at 553,000 and Sas- 
katchewan 647,000, so that the 
population of the prairie west is 
now 1,696,000, For all Canada 
west of the lakes the population 
is considerably over two millions 
—more than one-fourth of the 
whole Dominion. With the unit 
of representation 30,000 as at pres- 
ent the prairie west is entitled to 
a representation of 56 seats in par- 
liament, against 27 now held and

If and when the flow @f grain is 
stopped and the buyers quit, he 
is apt to reflect that the fixing of 
a maximum price—even though 
the price is liberal—is hardly a 
square deal to him under those 
conditions, If he could have the 
benefit of all the price the World 
demand would give him, he could 
afford to take chances on the buy- 
ars pulling out and the grain hand- 
lers tieing the trade up, But when 
he cannot get above a_ certain 
price, DO matter what the world 
demand may be, he naturally feels 
that he is entitled to that price in 
fact as well as in theory. When 
the government undertakes to 
limit the market price the respon 
sibility rests on it to see that mar- 
keting can be done and the mar- 
ket price secured, Just what the 
trouble with the grain buyers is 
loes not appear from the despateh.,
